LOSES  JOB ! 

ESTANCIA,  N.  M,  : E^r  eight  years, 
Rose  Lee  Lucero  was  what  the  school 
officials  called  a good  teacher,  in  this 
small  ranching  community's  combined 
junior-senior  high  school. 

She  taught  such  subjects  as  business, 
typing,  history,  and  until  a couple  of 
year's  ago,  girl's  physical  education. 


ther  school  year.  Eew  students  , how- 
ever, attened  and  the  parental  pressure 
mounted  on  school  officials. 


Students  who  were  previously  assigned  to 
Lucero's  class  were  not  allowed  to  go 

by  their  parents.  . Asked  what  reasons 
were  given,  he  replied:  "They  didn't  state 
any  reason.  They  just  said,  "We  refuse.  ' ! 


Last  fall.  Rose  Lee  Lucero,  37,  came 
back  to  start  her  ninth  year  on  the  job-- 
but  as  Rohn  Lee  Lucero,  a man.  He 
lasted  two  days. 

During  those  two  days,  230  of  the  school's 
3 35  students  walked  out,  the  school 
board  held  two  special  meetings , angry 
parents  began  notifying  school  officials 
that  their  children  would  not  be  permit- 
ted to  attend  Lucero's  classes. 

Lucero  submitted  his  resignation,  left 
town,  and  hasn't  been  heard  from  since. 

A letter  to  his  post  office  box  request- 
ing an  interview  has  gone  unanswered. 

Most  of  the  authorities  seem  to  prefer 
to  forget  the  incident.  " I believe  the 
less  said  at  the  moment,  the  better,  " 
said  an  Estancia  school  official  who 
preferred  to  be  unidentified.  "I  don't 
know  anything  about  it,  " said  John  Tem- 
pleman,  legal  director  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education. 

"There  was  a lot  of  talk- -and  a lot  of 
questions'  from  parents  before  school 
opened,  said  the  school  official.  "People 
said,  "I  absolutely  refuse  to  have  my 
child  assigned  to  her  class.  '■ 


A special  board  meeting  resulted  in  a de- 
cision that  ' no  action  would  be  taken  at 
this  time.  " That  wasn't  good  enough  for 
many.  The  next  day  at  noon  the  student 
walkout  occurred,  and  parents  were  de- 
livering notes  and  coming  to  the  school 
office  to  protest. 

Another  special  school  board  was  set,  but 
Lucero  made  it  unnecessary  by  submit- 
ting his  resignation,  already  suggested  by 
school  Superintendent  Stanley  Newton, 
shortly  before  the  meeting  began. 

The  negative  reaction  to  Lucero's  sex 
change  seems  to  have  stemmed  not  from 
that  fact  alone  but  from  Rose  Lee  Lu- 
cero's earlier  role  as  a girl's  physical 
education  teacher. 

"My  parents  said  I couldn't  go,  " said 
one  girl  working  in  a small  Estancia 
shop  one  Saturday.  "Just  sitting  there 
thinking  this  was  a woman  and  now  it's 
a man- -it  was  real  strange.  " 

A school  official  confirmed  that  Miss  Lu- 
cero was  transferred  from  physical  ed- 
ucation teaching  duties  three  years  ago 
because  "there  were  some  protests  and 
questions  from  the  community- -this  was 
with  the  full  accord  of  the  teacher,  too.  ' 


Rohn  Lee  Lucero  nevertheless  began  a- 


Asked  if  that  background  as  a physical 
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education  teacher  was  a major  reason 
for  the  protests,  as  some  had  mentioned, 
a school  offical  replied:  "That  seems  to 
be  a fair  assessment  cf  the  feelings.  ' 

One  state  official  referred  to  the  walk- 
out as  something  "kids  will  do  whenever 
they  think  they  can  get  away  with  it,  " 
and  added:  "If  I had  been  her,  I would've 
moved  to  try  to  start  a new  life.  If  she 
had  been  in  Albuquerque,  she  could  have 
gone  to  the  personnel  director  and  asked 
for  a transfer  across  town.  But  it's  a 
lot  harder  in  Estancia.  " 

One  of  the  high  school  girls,  none  of 
whom  wished  to  be  identified,  made  a 


similar  point  when  asked  if  she  felt  sorry 
for  Lucero. 

"Not  really,  " she  replied.  She  has  a right 
to  be  a man.  But  I don't  think  it  was  right 
to  come  back  to  a small  town  like  this  and 
try  to  teach.  Why  didn't  she  go  somewhere 
else  and  start  over  as  Mr.  Lucero?  " 

The  National  Education  Association  of 
New  Mexico,  bargaining  representative 
for  most  state  teachers,  said  it  had  not 
been  approached  by  Lucero  about  any  p 
possible  appeal,  and  the  director  of  the 
State  School  Board  As  sociation  said,  "Our 
position  is  that  the  teacher  resigned  so 
there  would  be  nothing  tp  appeal." 
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DRAG  QUEENS  PCROTEST  TENDERLOIN 
HOUSING  PINCH  san  Erancisco 

A dozen  drag  queens  and  their  sym- 
pathizers picketed  a Tenderloin  hotel 
recently  to  protest  police  harassment 
and  "housing  discrimination"  directed 
at  "TVs  and  TS's",  transvestites  and 
transsexuals. 

The  mid-day  demonstration  at  the  Ho- 
tel Hyland  at  111  Taylor  street  was  led 
by  a controversial  gay  activist,  the  Rev. 
Ray  Broshears. 

An  influx  of  old  people  displaced  by  the 
Yerba  Buena  Center  project  is  'drying 
up'  the  housing  supply  for  men  who  affect 
women's  clothes  or  who  are  having  sex 
change  operations,  he  said. 

The  result  is  that  many  drag  queens 
have  either  left  the  shabby  district  or 
are  bunched  up  in  the  few--perhaps -- 
Tenderloin  fleabags  that  still  accept 
them. 

One  demonstrator,  Michele,  said  he  was 


one  of  33  drag  queens  evicted  from  the 
Hyland  after  the  lease  changed  hands  . 
Michele  is  about  60  years  old  and  a wel- 
fare recipient.  He  says  he  now  lives 
in  another  Tenderloin  hotel. 

The  new  manager  of  the  100-room  ho- 
tel are  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Workman.

She  was  big  for  a woman  and  she  resort- 
ed to  fist  pounding  and  plain  talk  to  pro- 
mote what  she  said  was  a virtually  in- 
destructible car  that  would  get  70  miles 
to  the  gallon  and  cost  under  $2,  000. 

Elizabeth  Carmichael  took  to  the  talk- 
show  circuit  to  spread  the  message  of 
her  revolutionary  Dale  automobile.  She 
impressed  a lot  of  people  and  many  of 
them  rushed  to  invest  in  her  Twentieth 
Century  Motor  Car  Corp. 

She  laughed  about  being  a woman  in  a 
tough  man's  world.  "I  outsmart  'em, 
outtalk  'em  and  outcuss  'em." 

Dallas  police  supported  that  statement. 

That  said  that  Mrs.  Carmichael  was  really 
a man  named  Jerry  Dean  Michael  and  was 
wanted  for  conspiracy  to  steal  funds  from 
Twentieth  Century. 

They  released  two  photos  , one  showing 
Mrs.  Carmichael  at  a press  conference 
for  her  Dale  earlier  this  year,  the  ot- 
her a police  file  photo  of  Michael  taken 
in  the  I960 ' s . 

They  said  Michael  had  impersonated  a fe- 
male for  the  past  13  years.  Two  months 
ago,  they  found  paraphernalia  in  his  lux- 
urious Dallas  home,  including  padded 
bras  and  wigs . 

Michael,  along  with  a woman  described 
as  his  sister-in-law,  and  five  children 
he  claimed  were  his,  disappeared  from 
the  home  in  February.  Police  said  he 
has  been  wanted  since  1962  on  a federal 
fugitive  warrant  from  Florida  charging 
him  with  defaulting  bond  in  a counterfeiting 
case. 

The  car  company  promotions  stopped  in 
F ebruary,  just  before  a fraud  complaint 
was  issued  in  California  by  the  Securities 
and  Exchange  Commission. 


Michael  and  the  three -wheeled  Dale  origin- 
ally began  a coast-to -coast  promotion 
blitz  from  California.  t last  fall  the 

California  Corporations  Dept.  , ordered 
the  firm  to  cease  selling  stock. 

During  the  promotion  campaign,  Mrs. 
Carmichael  said  the  company  had  $30 
million,  would  produce  88,  000  cars  this 
year  and  top  Chevrolet's  3 million  by  1978. 
The  SEC  said  recently  that  the  Dale  wasn't 
much  more  than  a three-wheel  motorcycle. 


"I'm  gonna  become  a billionaire,  and  I'm 
gonna  become  leader  of  the  world,  " was 
the  boast  of  Mrs.  Carmichael,  who  said 
she  was  37. 


Transvestite  caught 
between  2 nations, 
languishes  in  jail 

NEW  YORK  CITY-A  femalS  im- 
personator from  Columbia  is  be- 
ing held  in  the  1 5-story  headquar- 
ters of  the  Immigration  and  Nat- 
uralization Ser\ice’s  New  York 
district  office  at  20  West  St.  in 
Manhattan  and  is  described  by  the 
New  York  Times  as  the  “only 
longtime  resident”  of  the  agency’s 
lock-up  where  aliens  who  have  en- 
tered the  U.S.  illegally  are  held 
pending  deportation. 

The  Columbian  transvestite 
was  seized  on  arrival  at  Kennedy 
International  Airport  last  March. 
Customs  men  reported  finding  his 
brassiere  stuffed  with  marijuana. 

Deportation  reportedly  hit  a 
snag  because  the  Columbian’s 
passport  was  issued  under  a fe- 
male name  and  appears  to  have  a 
female’s  photograph. 

Deportation  official  Harold 
Grace  said  Columbian  police 
“have  not  given  top  priority”  to 
accepting  the  transvestite’s  return 
“as  a he.” 

Meanwhile,  the  Columbian  oc- 
cupies the  lock-up’s  only  private 
room. 


NoJc  SEX  CHANGE  MARRIED  ANNULED 
Hackensack,  N.  J.  : Louis  J.  Davenport 
decided  to  get  an  annulment  when  he 
found  out  that  his  .bride  of  two  weeks 
had  once  been  a man. 


Superior  Court  Judge  Sherwin  Lester  rul- 
ed that  the  wife,  Brenda  A.  Adams,  24,  of 
North  Bergen,  N.  J.  had  committed  fraud. 

He  granted  the  annulment  to  Davenport,  54, 
of  Lodi,  N.  J. 

Davenport  told  the  judge  that  his  mar- 
riage was  consummated  during  a honey- 
moon in  Puerto  Rico  after  their  April 
wedding  . 

He  said  he  was  told  about  the  sex  change 
by  store  employees  when  he  went  to 
look  for  his  wife  at  a supermarket  where 
she  had  worked.

The  road  to  social  acceptance  is  often  stud- 
ded with  many  a forgotten  dream  and  the  re- 
mains of  those  left  behind.  The  easiest  way 
to  achieve  this  upward  mobility  is  to  discard 
that  from  your  identity  which  hinders  your 
social  lubrication.  One  can  also  divert 
attention  from  your  own  detriments  by  cam- 
oflauge  and  subtefuge:  You  isolate  the  pri- 
mary objection  to  a given  persona,  agree 
with  the  predominate,  in  fact  be  yourself, 
but  most  importantly,  give  your  persona  a 
different,  and  less  reprehensible  name. 

Care  not  for  those  who  accept  and  work  with- 
in the  proscribed  milieu- -your  new  status 
is  only  secure  if  the  similar  is  kept  distant 
and  distinct,  even  if  by  obviously  artificial 
definitions,  and  constantly  denigrated.

Of  interest  is  that  while  some  of  the  im- 
pressionists don't  care  if  people  think  of 
them  as  gay,  they  still  find  disgust  at  be- 
ing thought  of  as  female  impersonators,  or 
worse  yet  transvestites!  Charles  Pierce, 
was  always  willing  to  play  a benefit  for 
gays  but  perish  the  thought  that  he  might 


be  an  impersonator  ! He  i5. Just  a male 
actress.  Ah,  Shakespeare,  and  that  rose 
by  any  other  name 

What  of  Lynn  Carter?  He  started  in  the 
Jewel  Box  E evue  as  an  impersonator.  Now 
he  is  an  impressionist  playing  such  gay 
ghettos  as  Fire  Island  and  P-Town.

Surely,  if  they 
were  not  into  the  lifestyle  at  all  they 
wouldn't  get  into  it.  It  is  not  something, 
unlike  what  Mr.  Bailey  says,  you  dream 
up  over  night  when  your  agent  tells  you  to 
get  a gimmick. 

The  audiences  are  not  fooled  by  this  name 
change.  Call  it  what  you  will,  they  want 
to  see  a man  in  a dress  not  an  impress- 
ionist or  illus sionist.  They  could  see 
Rich  Little  for  that!  Many  members  of 
the  audience  are  TV's  with  their  wives 
out  for  a night.  Yet,  these  "impressionists" 
regularly  insult  their  bread  and  butter. 

Why  must  these  people  try  to  better  them- 
selves by  denigrating  others.  Is  it  nec- 
essary to  denouncethe  TV  lifestyle  or  rid- 
icule it  and  the  female  impersonator.  Are 
they  that  insecure  in  their  identity,  or  as 
entertainers?  Granted,  mime  acts  all  to- 
gether have  the  collected  talent  of  one  man 
playing  the  spoons,  but  what  of  the  others? 
We  hope  this  matter  settles  itself  and 
these  impressionists"  wake  up  to  the  dam- 
age they  are  doing  to  the  impersonation  art 
form.
